This Navy regulation is plainly calculated to 
encourage officers to breed up boys from thoſe 
early ſtages of life; for ſuppoſing a proper choice 
is made of them, as to their make and conſtitution, 
their going to ſea ſo early muſt render then the 
more accompliſhed ſeamen. 

Here "ME to be a noble field to exerciſe the 
bumanity and patretiſm of the Navy Commanders, 
who are charged with the care of theſe young per- 
ſons.

As a OY whoſe chief ſtrength is their 
Hips of war, and whoſe opulence is derived 
from commerce; to ſecure the very foundation 
ſtone on which our glory is built, we ought to 
be careful, and even induſtrious, in breeding up 
a choſen race of healthy, brave, and laborious 
mariners, both for the King's, and the Mer- 
chants ſervice. 


There are many Acts and regulations with 
reſpect to young mariners, but they chiefly re- 
late to Maſters of ſhips ; every ſuch maſter is 
obliged to take a boy, not being under the age 
of 13, for every veſſel not under 30 tons; wo.

more for every hundred ton, which the ſhip or 
veſſel exceeds the burthen of one hundred ton.

This appears in the ſtronger light when it is 
conſidered what the Expence of impreſſing Seamen 
into the ſervice, 'is to the Government, Many 
of theſe men are in no proper garb to be con- 
fined in a ſhip: and ſome are half naked, and in 
no condition to ſtand the inclemency of weather 
upon the water. In this ſituation they muſt 
remain for a conſiderable time, unleſs a chari- 
table hand is ſtretched forth, to lend ſuch re- 
lief as may ſave them from periſbing, as 
thouſands have done, in paſt times.

There is this additional ſecurity allo, that 
e the Subſcribers, nor the Public, can be 
impoſed upon, unleſs it is imagined that Lords 
and Gentlemen, Citizens and Merchants; Tradeſ- 
men and Mechanics, will combine to rob a poor 
man of that clothing which is to encourage him 
to come into the Service, to protect him from

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Of what vaſt conſequence, good and ſufficient 
clothing is to Seamen, every humane, every ex- 
perienced Officer will teſtify with aplifted hands! 
T dare ſay that many a life might have been 
ſaved, had this Society been eſtabliſhed two years 
ago, ſuppoſing that numbers who could not pro- 
vide themſelves, might have been ſupplied be- 
fore they went on board ſhip; and that numbers 
who were negligent of themſelves, when they 
might have taken up clothing, on account of 
their wages, would then have had other people 
to ihink and provide for them. 


With reſpect to the diſtinction of Seamen and 
Zandmen, the utility of clothing is ſet in a very 
fair point of view, by the extract of a letter 
which I have lately received from one of the 
Captains in his Majeſty's navy.

This is no viſionary projet, but à real and 
ſubſtantial good, the utility of which is already 
proved.
